If an allegedly 
impoverished pramc ^ student can shell out that cash, there should be a good 
markey for video bisks. 

Vidaodisks have the factor that once you get past the original investment, 
there are no commercials and discs are cheap. Catalogs have alrea ly come out? 
liCA, being link a with Universal Fictures, has a couple thousand old movies in 
there, ranging from FRANKENSTEIN- to P HA "TOM OF THE OPERA to ALL QUIET OF THE 
73 -STERN FRONT to the various Abbott and Costello movies. p- Lees seem to range 
from about . ; i 2/disk up. 

There are r : jvoral advantages. Since discs are competitive in price with 
records, it msai'i- that movies, ballet, Grand 'Opera, and other things for which 
there has been insufficiently large audiences ( i . e . , under a million) to inter- 
est commercial tv will become available. Some classic priva" ely-owned works of 
film, such as tha Chaplin comedies, which have been unavaiir-nle to most of us 
because the artist "oecn't want his work chopped up into segments interrupts :"! 
a disembodied " ; aica asking Larilyn Chambers or somesuch what the state of 
; oax life is (-lousy' 1 , is the reply s whereupon the unfortunate is informed 
sh > has dingy t .-ath. In the next scene she is surrounded by dozens of handsome 
mc- -i who desperately want to inveigle her into bed.). 

In addition, the fact you can see a movie • even the best, only about once a 
■r: :ir, leads to the hich probability of rental libraries. i-Iow would you like to 
pay '^1.50 for the program listed in the title? It's a fair price. 

The best part is you will be able to decide what you want to see. Some min- 
or technical alterations on the video disk recordar may load to a "record- which 
can play for day.e on and without repeating . 

In short, one j the initial investment is made, video-disks will be cheap 
an '. extremely r awarding. 

But... -ion 1 1 rush out to your electronics store and get in an advance or- 
der, First of all, the systems will rot be on the market for soma months. In 
addition, the two systa.-ns are incompatible. That means a disk designed for an 
r<f A set will not work on. an HCA set, and vice versa. 

In general; videodisks are a great step forward in the field of entertain- 
ment. Their relative cheapness and lac]' of necessity of an audience measurable 
in the hundreds of thousands or millions may provi d - a chance for newcomers to 
tuv;: • a 'few bad ~isk.s and improve themselves by sheer practices A hopeful pros-
